For general lighting of a room, lamps should 
be fixed high. For table or desk lighting 
they should be covered with an opaque 
shade. 

One of the most popular methods of light- 
ing is known as the semi-direct. In this case 
the light falling from the globe is “caught ”” 
in an inverted shade of either alabaster: or 
tais material, and is from there thrown out 
in every direction except downwards. The 
light rays thus pass upwards to the ceiling, 
which reflects them freely, and to the walls, 
which also reflect, so that, instead of being 
concentrated in one direction and in one 
location only, the light is evenly distributed 
all over the room. This is a highly satis- 
factory method of general lighting.

ACTION AGAINST MOTOR CAR 
OWNER. 


In the King's Bench Division, before Mr. 
Justice Pim, in the case of McConnon v. 
Lavery,

The plaintiff suffered only slight personal 
injuries and sustained very sma!l damage.

THE GREATER HARDSHIP.

The jury, after an absence of forty minutes, 
answered the first and last questions in the 
affirmative, but could not agree on the second 
and third questions. 

_ His lordship accepted the verdict of the 
jury and adopted it. He held that the 
greater hardship would be caused by refusin 
the order than by granting it, and decid 
that it was reasonable to make such an order, 
this order not to affect the right of Frederick 
Garrigan, the tenant of the front drawing:

STAY PUT UPON PORTION OF 
COURT ORDER. 


~Before Mr, Justice Pim, in the case of 
.P. J. Weymes, a bankrupt, 

Mr. Wood, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. 
William Smyth and Son), said that on Friday 
last his lordship intimated that certain docu- 
ments should be submitted to the Incor-. 
ported Law Society. His lordship would 
recollect that the order made contained diroc- 
tions that an account be brought in to the 
Official er by Mr. Boyle, and also in 
respect of all moneys received by him from 
time to time from the bankrupt.

In these cir- 
cumstances his Jordship, he was certain, would 
be the last person that would wish that a 
solicitor should have his professional conduct 
considered by his disciplinary authority with- 
out and unless there had ‘been the fullest 
investigation in connection with the matters 
and dealings before the Court. In these cir- 
cumstances, and in view of the nature of the 
further inquiries, he asked his lordship to put

PROPOSALS OF IRISH 
LABOUR PARTY. 


STATE RALLWAY STOCK. 


The text of the bill which Mr. Thomas 
Johnson, on behalf of the Labour Party, in- 
troduced to the Dail on Friday last, is now 
in print. 

A memorandum which forms a preface to 
the bill gives a summary of its contents. It 
states that the bill provides for the acquim- 
tion by the State of the railway undertakings 
in Saorstat Eireann, and the operation of the 
reorganised gone Ár under a Minister 
for ‘Transport and munications. 

Sections 2 to 5 provide for the establishment 
of a Ministry for Transport and Communica- 
tions under a new Department of State, and 
the appointment of a Minister at its head. 
The Minister will not be a member of the 
Executive Council, but will be appointed under 
Articles 55 and 56 of the Constitution. 
Section 6 provides that all the property of 
the railway companies and the Railway Clear- 
ing House shall vest in the Minister, without 
any formal conveyance being necessary. 
Sections 7 to 13 (inter alia) require the con- 
sideration receivable by the companies’ stock- 
holders, to be fixed by a railways tribunal, 
subject to a provision that the purchase price 
shall not exceed fifteen times the average 
profits of the undertakings distributed durin 
the five years ending ólst December, 1913. 
The companies may submit schemes for the 
acquisition of their undertakings, and evidence 
in support of their p Is. 

‘The consideration will be satisfied by the 
issue by the State of Railwa 
will take the form of Terminable Annuity Cer. 
tificates, or, if the receiver so desires, of Re- 
deemable Stock Certificates. 

The Terminable Annuity Certificates will 
entitle the holder of each £100 of Railway 
Stock to receive during the first five years an 
annual payment of interest to the amonnt of 
£4 10s., and during a further period of sixty- 
seven years an annual payment of £4 14s. 10d., 
the amount of this annuity being such as to 
= for the complete discharge of the 
iability of the State at the end of the full 


reckoned at 44 per cent. per annum. 

The Redeemable Stock Certificates will en- 
title the holder of each £100 of Railway Stock 
to receive an annual payment of interest to 
tne amount of £4 10s. until the stock is re- 
deemed at par. A sinking fund of 1 per cent. 
will be established after the first five years, 
and this fund will be applied for the purpose 
of redeeming each year, at par, a proportion 
of the stock outstanding. the particular stock 
to be redeemed each year being determined by 
annual drawings during a period of sixty- 
seven ‘years. At the end of the full period of 


——w— 


will thus be completely discharged. 

No provision is made for redemption during 
the first five years, as expenditure might be 
necessary for renewals, new equipment and 
development. 

The financial effect of the Terminable An- 
nuity and Redeemable Stock arrangements is 
practically the same so far ag the State is con- 
cerned. 

The decision of the tribunal as to the amount 
of the consideration is not prejudged, but the 
following Bb agro calculations illustrate 
the financial arrangements proposed :—

The annual charges for the service of the 
railway stock will be repayable out of the 
Railway Fund, into and out of which all the 
receipts and expenditure of the national rail- 
way undertaking will flow, but as an addi- 
tional security the Central Fund will be 
charged with the regular payment of all 
amounts due on the railway stock. 

Section 8 provides for the railway com- 
panies’ stocks and shares which are to be 
surrendered for cancellation ceasing to bear 
interest and dividend as from dates to be 
fixed by the Railway Tribunal when certify- 
ing the amount of the consideration to be 
given for each undertaking. from which dates 
the new stock will carry interest, and for 
the new stock issued to trustees being sub- 
ject to the same trusts as those on which the 
railway companies’ stocks for which it ‘s 
substituted were held prior to the exchange 
being effected. 

Section 11 constitutes a Railways Tribunal, 
to consist of three persons, who will determine 
the terms of purchase. The members of the 
Tribunal séad be appointed by the Execu- 
tive Council. The Chairman must have held 
high judicial office and the other two Com- 
missioners would be qualified accountants, one 
of whom would be appointed after consultation 
with the railway companies. The decision of 
the Commissioners is final on questions of 
fact, but on questions of law there is an ap- 
peal by way of special cases to the Courts. 
On their transfer to the State the under- 
takings of the companies will remain charged 
with their indebtedness to national and local 
authorities, so that arrangements may pe 
made by the Minister and the Minister of 
Finance for settling a scheme to consolidate 
or discharge this liability. 
Of national and local authorities, as, for ex- 
ample, Baronial Guarantees (but excepting 
such as is of the character referred to in the 
Damage to Property—Compensation—Act, 
1923) will, however, be extinguished. 
Sections 14 and 15 establish a separate Rail- 
way Fund and provide for the accounts re- 
lating to the property vested in the Minister, 
together with profit and loss accounts and a 
report thereon, being annually submitted to 
the Oireachtas for inclusion in the Budget. 
ACQUISITION OF LAND. 
Sections 16 to 20 empower the Minister :o 
acquire land for cain and extending 
railways; Sections 21 to 23 devolve the actual 
management. of the railway business upon a 
Director of Railways, who will be advised and 
assisted by seven Railway Commissioners, 
whilst the Minister will be responsible to the 
Oireachtas. | 

Sections 26 to 34 provide for the establish- 
ment of a Rates Tribunal, to settle rates and 
charges for the conveyance of passengers and 
goods. 

Section 35 provides that the Directors ol 
the railway companies shall retain during their 
lives free travelling facilities over the State 
railways, similar to those which they now 
hold, and provides for similar facilities to 
memberg of the Oireachtas. 

Section 37 aud the Second Scliedule safe- 
guard the rights of existing officers and ser- 
vants of the railway companies, and provide 
for compensation to be paid to those who 
have to leave the railway service on account 
of the — conditions. 

Sections and 39 require the Minister to 
continue the payment to retired servants of 
the companies and railway clearing house of 
the accrued and accruing pension and other 
benefits nates by the railway uhdertak- 
ings to Se acquired by the State, and allow 
of his supplementing them if circumstances 
render this desirable. 

Section 40 authorises the establishment cf 
a'.new Railway Syperannuation Fund, of

The European Issue. 


The failure of Herr Albert to form a 
new German Government is causing grave 
anxiety both in London and in Paris, The 
Socialists, having wrecked the Stresemann 
Administration, apparently can offer no 
practicable alternative, while the extreme 
Nationalists, by their refusal to work 
with any party which will not adopt their 
fantastic programme of violent opposition 
to the French, have ruined almost the last 
chance of a constitutional Government. 
President Ebert is making desperate 
efforts to secure a new Chancellor; but no 
politician in Germany can reconcile the 
two wings in the Reichstag, and the 
Centre parties are heipless, If a constitu- 
tional Chancellor cannot be found, a 
At 
present the probability is that an attempt 
will be made to establish a purely civil 
régime, with Dr. Stresemann at its head ; 
but, as the Weimar Constitution demands 
a general election. within sixty days of 
the dissolution of the Reichstag, such 
an expedient would be mercly tem- 
porary, and after the election the whole 
issue would be raised again, Ultimately, 
therefore, the most likely result of the 
present crisis will be a quasi-military 
dictatorship, which will dispense altogether 
with Parliament and will give Genera] von 
Seeckt supreme authority throughout the 
Reich. Such a development inevitably 
would lead to serious disorders within the 
Reich, and might have far-reaching effects 
on Allied or, at any fate on French, policy. 
It would give the German monarchists 
their long-desired chance, 

The fall of Dr. Stresemann occurred at 
a. most inopportune moment, Fifteen 
minutes after his defeat in the Reichstag 
the German Chancellor received a telegram 
Disseldorff that 


from informing him 


an agreement had been reached - between | 


the big industrialists and the French 
authorities concerning ths resumption vf 
work in the Ruhr Valley. The credit for 
this agreement is due almost entirely to 
Dr. Stresemann, and, if he had been able 
to announce its conclusion to the Reich- 
stag before a vote was taken, he might 
be still in office, Under the new agree- 
ment Herr Stinnes and his coileagues 
will resume deliveries of goods and 
materials to France, and the French 
authorities will co-operate in the provision 
of food -for the people From the 
humanitarian point of view it is an 
admirable arrangement, but politically it 
has many dangers, M. Poincaré’s policy 
is the gradual separation of the Rhenish 
provinces from the Reich, and there is no 
doubt that the Ruhr convention will help 
his plans. Presumably, the Customs’ 
barrier between the occupied territory and 
the interior will be maintained, and the 
isolation of Ruhr finance from Berlin will 
snap another link in the chain which 
binds the -province to the Fatherland. 
Naturally enough, there is much rejoicing 
in Paris. The agreement is hailed as a 
“triumph” for M. Poincaré’s policy ; but 
the sudden return of Sir John Bradbury 
to London suggests that the outlook is not 
so pleasant as the Paris newspapers 
suggest. 

The British policy in regard to the Ruhr 
question is based on Mr. Baldwin’s state- 
ment that the French occupation is 
illegal. Clearly, therefore, His Majesty's 
Government cannot take any part in 
the new arrangement. An attitude 
of mére aloofness, however, 
extremely damaging to British prestige 
throughout the world, and would leave M. 
Poincaré ‘in unchallenged mastery. of 
Europe. Britain must adopt a constructive 
policy, and, in spite of the immediate 


claims of Free Trade and Tariff Reform, ' 


the nature of this policy will be one of 
the most important. issues at the general 
election. Is. France justified in the use of 
illegal. means to secure reparations from 
Germany! That is the question which the 
people: must answer on next Saturday 
week. If the answer is in the negative, 
the ‘British Government must decide 
what steps it will take to settle 
its accounts with Germany. |. During 
the lifetime of the last Parliament Mr.

Local Government. 


The annual conference of the Association 
of Municipal Authorities was revived yes- 
terday after a lapse of three years, The 
Association was founded some twelve years 
ago—mainly through the efforts of the 
late Mr. Finlay Heron, Town Clerk oí 
Blackrock, who realised the need of 


bodies in regard to the numerous problems 
of local government. It concerned itself 
chiefly with the housing question; but 
few aspects of civic welfare were outside 
its province, and it did something to 
promote the conduct of municipal affairs 
to the dignity of a science in the public 
mind.

Two questions, 
even if there were no others—the ques- 
tions of housing and of roads—will suffice 
to tax the brains and experience of all 
our local governing bodies for many 
months. The first condition of reform, 
however, is economy, and we are glad that 
the Minister for Local Government made

prosperity in the country so long as 
rates ave grievously in excess oi 
capacity to pay them and so long as 
local authorities are hampered by a heavy 
accumulation of debt.

Round the World. 


Yesterday morning at an early hour six 
warships set out from England upon what 
will be a historic cruise, This Special 
Service Squadron, which is under the 
command of Vice-Admiral Sir Frederick 
Field, will make the tour of the world. 
The tour will occupy some ten months, 
during which time the flag will be shown 
in all. quarters of the globe. All the 
British Dominions will be visited, as well 
as India, the United States of America 
and South America. Four of the six 
warships, including the Hood, which flies 
Vice-Admira] Sir Frederick Field’s flag, 
left Devonport, while the remaining two, 
the Danae and the Dragon. which had been 
lying at Chatham, were due to join the 
others some miles out ai sea. On the eve 
o- the departure of the squadron the com- 
mander received a gracious message of 
good-will from the King. His Majesty 
wished for those who are participating in 
the adventure a “ happy, successful voyage 
and safe return,” and he concluded his 
message with the words, “ My thoughts and 
good wishes will always be with you.” To 
imagine that such a voyage is without 
reason or effect would oe to take the most 
short-sighted of views. A journey of this 
nature, which . brings with it to the 
Dominions the most friendly glimpse of 
home, does more to tighten the bonds of 
fellowship in the Empire than half-a-dozen 
political pronouncements, however sound 
and admirable they may be. It is the 
personal, the human element which tells. 
The first port of cal] will be Cape Town, 
and it is safe to say that the yoyagers will 
receive no welcome more hearty than that 
of South Africa. It is fitting, too, that 
such an expedition should set out from 
Devonport, the home of sailors, the cradle 
of venturers.

NCE it was the latest fashion to speak 

( ) in praise of fogs. To-day it is only the 
old-fashioned who cling to such dismal 
nonsense. There will always be of course a 
number of people with a natural taste for 
fog—bad poets, bad painters, bad preachers 
and bad politicians—but: most of us, if we are 
honest with: ourselves, will admit that a fog 
is nothing but a nuisance. — 

It does not look good, it does not smell 
good, it does not taste good. Fog has no 
virtue, that ever I hear of, except ‘that. it 
prevents us from seeing the buildings and the 

le. 

A fog temporarily wipes out of existence 
both the works of God and the works of man. 
It reduces the visible world to a grey-brown 
or black chaos, and makes it impossible 
to see either the sun or the shop windows. 

In a fog, Helen of Troy may be mistaken 
for a hag, and a hag may be mistaken for 
Helen of Troy. AM distinctions are blotted 
out in a.filth-ef smoke, and the very trains 
do not know, whether they are keeping to the 
rails or whether they have lost their way In 
some dull country lane. 

It may be charming enough to see a lamp 
through a-fog, but do we not pay too large a 
priests so moderately pretty a sight. The 
praise of. fog, indeed, originated in the 19th 
century, when man, looking round on the 
extraordinary things he had introduced into 
the world, told himself that they were all 
very good. He hold himself that now at last 
the world was civilised for the first time, and. 
as the- fogs became thicker and thicker in 
his great cities; he began to regard even these 
as among the glories of civilisation. —__ 

I suspect a man who says he likes fogs just 
as I would suspect a man who said he pre- 
ferred to shave with a blunt razor than a 
sharp one. Human beings are not quite. so 
mad as they pretend to be. And at heart we 
nearly all loathe and detest fogs. The only 
thing that can bé said in their favour is that 
they produce some amusing effects, by making 
us play a sort of blind man’s buff on our way 
home through the streets. 


ULSTER PLAYERS AT THE

** FEE-FAW-7 UM.” 


Last night, at the Gaiety Theatre, a Dublin 
audience saw for the first time that very 
amusing skit in the repertory of the Ulster 
Plavers, ‘‘Fec-Faw-Fum,”” by Gerald 
MacNamara.

Olaf, a young and weedy Scan- 
dinavian pretender to glory. seeks vengeance 
on Conn for his father’s death at the latter s 
hands twenty years before. He is frightened 
away, however, by Conn’s “‘ Fee-Faw-Fum,”’ 
growled through a megaphone from the in- 
terior of his castle. How Nab MacNab, the 
trainer of a Scots giant, is frightened awry 
by bBrigid—..e., Mra. Conn, with her 
stratagem of <lressing Conn up to represent a 
young son of himself. and her grown-up 
daughter as an infant of four years old, gives 
plenty of food for laughter, The play is well 
constructed and worked out. There is a laugh 
in every phase.

Scrapius, the Roman trainer, played by Mr. 
Walter Kennedy, was, perhaps, the most con- 
vineing and the best performance. He played 
the part of the optimistic pessimist to perfec- 
tion. Mr. Rutherford Mayne made an ex- 
ceedingly humorous ogre, very respectful and 
obedient to his wife, very human and bom- 
bastic, when repeating his Couéistic saga: “'

Intelligence Department. Among the 
papers was a fairly complete accoun: .f 
German activities in the United States, 
including propaganda and the destruciion 
of bridges and munition works. Included 
was a sad lament for “our good Albert,” 
whose papers had been secured by British 
agents en the New York overhead railway. 
The revelations did a great deal to bring 
about a change of heart in the United 
States, since it revealed how utterly un.

POSÍTION IN CANADA 
AND GREAT BRITAIN, 


OTTAWA (By Mail). 
Much interest was evinced in the fifteenth 
annual meeting of the American Association 
of instructors and Investigators in Poultry 
Husbandry, held at Ottawa. 

The British Ministry of Agriculture was 
represented by Mr. P. A. Francis, Poultry 
Commissioner, who delivered an address cn 
“The Poultry Situation in Great Britain,” 
and also took a leading part in the vart».s dis- 
cussions. The Association elected Mr. F. C. 
itiford, Dominion Poultry Commissioner, Pre- 
sident for the ensuing year. 

The Conference opened with an address of 
welcome by the Hon. W. R. Motherwell, 
Federal Minister of Agriculture, who pointed 
out the advances that had been made in poul- 
try husbandry in Canada in the last ten years, 
and the legislation that Canada now enjoyed 
in the matter of the grading of eggs. 

Speaking on Canada’s new egg-grading re- 
gulations, which make it compulsory for al 
eggs, both for domestic sale and export, to be 
classified, candled, and graded, and the con- 
tainers stamped accordingly, Mr. W. A. 
Brown, of the Federal Department of Agri- 
culture, said that the regulations now in force 
were the result of ten to twelve years’ hard 


work. 
THE CHANTECLER BREED. 

An account was given by Brother Leopold, 
of the Oka Agricultural Instituteat La Trappe. 
Quebec, of the origin of the now famous Cane- 
dian greed of poultry, the Chanteeler. He 
told the story of five years’ of painstakin 
work in crossing and breeding from five dif- 
ferent kinds of poultry until the Chantecler 
was finally produced. He said the popularity 
of the new Canadian bird was such as to en- 
tirely satisfy the hopes of the originator, 
Brother Wilfred, of Oka College, and to estab- 
lish the reputation of the Chantecler. 

Great Britain was also represented at one 
stage of the conference by Professor Edward 
Brown, President of the International Poultry 
Association and Secretary of the National 
Poultry Club of England, who, speaking at a 
luncheon, described the immense strides made 
by the poultry industry in the British Isles 
during the past thirty years. He said he 
thought the selection of the Hon. J. 8. Martin 
the “‘ Wyandotte King,” as the Minister of 
Agriculture in Ontario, marked another epoch 
in the romance of the world-wide spread of 
poultry husbandry. He illustrated the growth 
of poultry production in Great Britain by 
pointing out that whereas, thirty years ago, 
the total production annually was only 
25,000,000 dollars, it now was 266,000,000 
dollars. 

BRITISH PRIZE-STOCK RREEDERS. 

Mr. P. A. Francis, Poultry Commissioner 
of the British Ministry of Agriculture, said 
" that there had been many chinges in poultry 
: conditions in England as the result of the war. 

The. gap between the breeders of prize and 
utility stock was always wide there, because 
the difference between the standards’ of show 
birds and those of utility birds was. greater 
than it was in America. Mr. Fratitis ‘spoke of 
the splendid work of the voluntary poultry as- 
sociations in England,.in bringing the exhibi- 
tion stock-breederg closer together, and inci- 
dentally paid a tribute to the veteran poultry- 
man, Mr. Edward Brown, who, he said, had 
done more than any other man to get the 
poultry clubs in England united on all matters 
of interest to the industry as a whole. 

Many other important ‘matters were dis- 
cussed, and towards the close of the conference 
the Hon. Mr. Motherwell announced that a 
number of Canadian delegates would attend 
the World's Poultry Con in Spain during 
May next year.—(Renuter.

HARBOUR BOARD INVESTS 

£35,000. 
From Ocr Own CORRESPONDENT. 
| CORK, Tuesday. 

Further evidence of the popularity of the 
National Loan is revealed by inquiries at Cork 
banks to-day. The number of applications 
received was substantially greater than that 
with which the banks dealt yesterday. 
Individual applications, for amounts running 
well. into four figures, were received at a 
number of the banks this morning, the 
Hibernian receiving one application for 
£26,000 worth of stock. 

It was explained by a bank official that the 
number of investors who mean to put very 
large sums into the loan are among those 
make inquiries. Others, at a sacrifice of 
thirteen days’ interest, have already invested, 
believing that the loan wili be speedily over- 
subscribed, and that delay may preclude them 
from putting into the loan the amounts they 
desire to invest. Many people are selling 
their British War Stock to re-invest in the 
Irish loan, 

The Cork Harbour Commissioners at their 
meeting to-day decided to invest £55,000 in 
the loan. At yesterday's meeting £25,000 
was the amount suggested, but the sub-com- 
mittee recommended to-day the former figure, 
and the meeting unanimously adopted the re- 
commendation, 


OTHER TOWNS. 


The loan is being well supported in Tralee. 
Many farmers are among the investors. The 
banks were kept busy day yesterday and 
on Monday dealing with applications. Some 
merchants are selling their British War Loan 
Stock in order to subscribe to the loan. 

At a special meeting of the Ballina Har- 
bour Board yesterday it was decided to invest 
a sum of £5,000 in the National Loan. 

The bank managers in Athlone estimate 
that the town will subscribe about £25,000 
to the loan. The farmers in the district, 
however, have not yet shown much interest 
in the loan. 

The banks in Mayo, says our Claremorris 
Correspondent, are receiving applications daily 
íor large investments in the loan, in whic 
the public are taking the keenest interest. 
Post Office accounts and bank deposits are 
being withdrawn for the new stock purchase.

EXECUTIONER APPOINTED.
